Pvt. Wyley E. Culberson of. Pa- 
hokee was one of five Floridians 
to. come "through with -Leyte's 
"Lost Battalion". in the fight for 
the Ormoc corridor. A delayed 
Associated. Press story from the 
Philippines tells that the 2nd Bat- 
talton of the 2áth Division's Civil 
War faméd 19th. Regiment, 'com- 
manded by Lt. Col. Robert B. 
Spragins of Evanston, Ill., son of 
Maj. Gen. R. L. Spragins, carved 
an historic niche in the annals of 
Leyte's reconquest with an epic 
cf..courage and determination’ 
against óverwhelming odds. The 
story continues: 

The „battalion was battle-fati- 
gued from nearly a month of con- 
tinuouá fighting when it recélved 
orders to ;adyance through the 
fhountains to throw a road block 
against American forces hammer- 


Ormoc. This was before an am- 
phiblous landing was made behind 
the enemy at Ormoc to smash his 
defense line. ©” 

Loaded with supplies and am- 
munition, tbe battalion bad to 
fight the enemy and tortuous 
mountali terrain for four days to 
reach the road. After 24 hours 
without food, men fought savage- 
ly to take the dominating heights. 
Then they atè rice fróm the packs 
of dead Japa., An air drop ‘provid | 
ed n fraction df a meal pér man. 

They established the road block 
and held it for four days against 
enemy takë, truck 'cotumns, artil- 
lery fire and fanatical charges. 

Patrols fought. for food dropped 
by airplanes near the enemy. They 
fought for water from a mountain 
stream. The minber of wounded 
in foxholes increased alarmingly. 
Medicine ran low, To 'conserve 
thier dwindling ammunítion sup- 
ply, the men were ordered to fire 
only when they actually could see 
their targets. 

"Men were continoùsly wet. Feet 
began to swéll and "jungle rot" 
developed. They slept in foxholes
